A SCENE IN THE JAPANESE ROUSE 
OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


During the last two decades the influence 
of Western civilization hns been spreading 
steadily in Japan. About a year ago an 
Imperial Parliament was catablished, do- 
pulics having spent. some time in’ Europa 
studying the constitutional forms in opera- 


Tho Parliament consists of two houses— 
the House of Peers and the House of Re” 
presentatives, It could scarcely be ox- 
pected that the. members of these assem- 
blics would adapt theniselves readily to the 
new situation, and this has been burae out 
by recent proceedings in Japan, Like its 
prototype at oma the House of Peers is 
an eminently respectable assembly. Tho 
calm serenity of its peaceful watera is eol- 
dom disturbed by tho faintest ripple of 
nnduoe excitement, Not so the Lower 
House. The members seem determined to 
carry to its utmost limit the borrowing of 
Western ideas. Tha democracy is en 
evidence. Bolow is given a deacription 
(irom the Japan ‘Daily Advertiser) of a 
violent acoue in the House of Rupresenta- 
tives over the expenditures of the Navy 
Departmont :— ‘ 

Viscount Kabayama, Miniater of State 
for tho Navy, ascended the rostrum with 
the view of explaining. the items regarded 
as necessary fur the needs of the Navy. 
Spoaking in support of the Budget as 
originally framed, ho romarked that not 
long ago Mr Kanav and other thirty-five 
members uf the Lower Houso introduced a 
representation with reference ta the man- 
agemant of the Army and Navy, iu the form 
of a jo-so-an, or memnrial to the Emperor 
ov Naval affairs.
